Claims 1-5, 7. 9. 11-17 and 1 9 were pending in the amendments filed on 1 2/1/2005 and in the Appeal Brief filed on 
8/21/2006 prior of receiving the Examiner's Answer. However, the Appeal briefs filed on 2/25/2008 and 2/13/2010 
indicated that claims 2,9, 12 and 19 had been canceled which are not consistent with the claims in the amendments 
filed on 12/1/2005 and the Appeal Brief filed on 8/21/2006. Applicant is required to clarify whether claims 2, 9, 12 and 
19 are pending or canceled. If claims 2, 9, 12 and 19 are pending then Applicant is reguired to provide a new Appeal 
Brief with claims 2,9, 12 and 1 9 must be included in the "Summary of claimed subject matter" and the "Claims 
appendix" .
